BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


A general election will be held in 
New Zealand on Nevember 4. 

The Communists have received a 
series of severe rebuffs at the Labor 
party’s congress in Liverpool. Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald, late Labor prem- 
fer of Great Britain, made a drastic 
attack on the Communists, saying 
that he did not want their help and 
was wholly opposed to their meth- 
ods. Mr. Herbert Smith, leader of 
the miners, said that Britain would 
never go Communist. An attempt to 
force Mr. Ramsay MacDonald to 
apologize to the Soviet government 
for his action in regard to the famous 
Zinovieff letter at the time of the 
last general election in Britain was a 
complete failure. . 

In South Wales the situation in the 
mining districts is so bad owing to 
shortage of work that numbers of 
families are said to be on the verge 
of starvation. 

Further assaults have been attempt- 
ed on General Mulcahy, of the Irish 
Free State, in the United States by 
republican Irishmen. At Philadelphia 
he was struck in the face, and the 
police arrested several men in the 
ensuing disturbance. 

In Dublin, the Irish Free State capi- 
tal, a contract for street cleaning has 
been given to a French contractor. 
This adds one more to the large con- 
tracts given by the Free State au- 
thorities to foreign: firms. A German 
firm has the contract for the great 
power scheme on the River Shannon, 
and Belgian and Danish {firms have 
other contracts. This is the result of 
the non-existence of capable Irish con 
tracting firms and the reluctance of 
the Free State government to call in 
the aid of British firms. 

The Mosul crisis is still very geri- 
ous. It is reported that Turkey is 
calling up fresh men to the colors for 
war service, while Great Britain has 
sent strong naval forces to the east- 
ern Mediterranean. The likelihood of 
war is denied in British government 
circles, but it is not easy to see how 
Britain could avoid it, if the Turks 
actually carry out their threats to 
disregard any adverse finding of the 
League of Nations and invade Mosul 
The Dardanelles are supposed to be 
neutralized and undefended at pres 
ent, in which case British naval 
forces might pass through them to 
attack Constantinople, and the coast 
of Asia Minor is entirely open to at- 
tack, but it is quite uncertain how far 
public opinion in Great Britain would 
permit the government to embark on 
such a war. 

The seamen’s strike in England is 
again causing trouble and a number 
of ships are unable to sail. In Aus- 
tralia and South Africa the position 
is even worse. Mr. Havelock Wilson, 
.the well-known leader of the seamen’s 
unions, is entirely opposed to th- 
strike, which he says is the work of 
Communists. 

The big airship R-33, which narrow- 
ly escaped destruction some months 
ago when it broke loose from its 
mooring mast in a storm, has been 
repaired and is undergoing further 
trials.

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SUPREME COURT SITS 
ON GRIMINAL GASES 
IN GITY THIS WEEK 


The sittings of the Supreme Court 

of Alberta in Red Deer for the trial 
of criminal cases opened on Monday 
afternoon. Chief Justice Simmons, of 
the trial division of the Supreme 
Court, presided. W. B. Payne, K.C., 
appeared for the Crown. 
David. Logan..pleaded guilty to a 
charge of carnal knowledge of Alice 
Isabel Logan, 8 woman of weak mind. 
He was remanded for sentence till the 
close of the sittings, bail being re- 
fused. 


Eugene Brandt, who at first plead- 
ed not guilty to a charge of carnal 
knowledge of a girl under the legal 
age, withdrew his plea and pleaded 
guilty. P. H. Russell, barrister on 
his behalf, informed the court that the 
act was done over a year ago, when 
the accused was only 19 years old. 
The girl has since died, though not as 
the outcome of the act in question. 
Chief Justice Simmons sentenced the 
accused to a year’s suspended sent- 
ence. 

The first case tried was that of Ea-l 
Penfold of Nevis, who was accused of 
arson in that he counselled or procur- 
ed George Lowes wrongfully to set 
fire to his house on his farm near 
Nevis last July. A jury was chogen 
consisting of G. Ely, J. Lobb, J. Gail, 
R. S. Gillespie and A. Fyfe. The ac- 
cused pleaded not guilty and was de- 
fended by J. R. McClure. The first 
witness was George Lowes, who some 
time ago pleaded guilty to the charge 
of arson with the same occurrence 
and is now undergoing a sentence of 
six months imprisonment on account 
of it. Lowes in his evidence describ- 
ed how he and Penfold were inter- 
ested together in the purchase of 
some sheep, for which they gave a 
note, Lowes being the one most di- 
rectly interested. Accorming to his 
story, the bad crop prospects and 
shortage of money led to Penfold sug- 
gesting to him that he should put ad- 
ditional insurance on his house and 
burn it, and this he did on July 9, 
some of the furniture and contents 
having been first removed and hidden 
in the brush and subsequently taken 
to the houses of Penfold and his 
father respectively. Very soon after 
the fire Penfold suggested to him that 
he ought to get out of the way and he 
left first for Calgary and then for a 
farm at Carstairs, where he was ar- 
rested. Mr. McClure’s cross-examina- 
tion was directed toward obtaining 
admissions from the witness that Pen- 
fold had really only an indirect in- 
terest or. even no _ interest in the 
sheep and that the witness really 
burnt the house on his own initiative 
and for his own advantage, and algo 
toward shaking the credibility of the 
witness. 

The other witnesses for the Crown 
were police witnesses who spoke 
to the arrest of the accused and the 
finding of various articles of Lowes’ 
furniture on the accused's premises. 

The first witness for the defence 
was the accused, whose evidence 
amounted to a flat denial of that of 
Lowes in respect of any suggeetion or 
counselling by the accused of Lowes 
to burn the house. Mrs. Penfold gave 
evidence as to the manner of Lowes 
announcing the burning of his house 
and bringing the remnants of his pos- 
sessions over to the accused’a house. 
She denied all knowledge or suspicion 
of the accused being concerned in the 

re, 

Before the close of the accused's 
evidence an amendment was made in 
the charge, which as first laid accused 
Penfold of himself doing the burning 
and not of counselling or advising it. 
Mr. Payne in his opening to the jury 
had, however, rightly déscribed the 
charge and no objection wag wade by 
counsel for the acoused to the amend- 
ment. 

At the close of the evidence the 
court adjourned till this morning,

The Hon. A. Meighen spoke in 
Edmonton on Saturday night. He 
denied that he ‘proposed to amal- 
gamate the C.P.R. and C.N.R., and 
said that he would leave the C.

He 
pointed out that there wag no 
serious proposal before the coun- 
try for the reform of the senate. 
He showed that the government 
had merely played with the im- 
migration problem and had spent 
great sums with Httle or no re- 
sult. He declared that he was in 
favor of a protective tariff on 
American coal coming into Can- 
ada and on opening the Ontario 
market to Alberta coal by domin- 
{on subsidies to relieve the freight 
rates. Protected countries had 
reduced their war debts heavily, 
while Canada had done nothing 
in this way. The Australian 
treaty was unequal in the advant- 
ages it gave to Australia at the 
expense of the Canadian farmers. 
If the farm implement manufact- 
urers tried to take advantage of 
& protective duty to raise prices 
to the farmers, he would at once 
remove the duty. The dominion 
would give assistance to both 
east and west in respect of 
freight rates to enable the pro- 
ducers put their products on the 
market at prices which would 
command the markets for them.

MR, Av SPEAKMAN'S 


The tenewite aré the imalik points 
of Mr. Speakman’s address at the eve- 
ning meeting of the Progressive con- 
vention last week: 


In his opening remarks he briefly 


referred to some of the changes that 


CONVENTION SPEECH|| 


had taken place since he first went to | fei 


Ottawa as the Progressive representa- 
tive four yeare ago. He noted the ab- 
sence of several familiar faces from 
the convention due to the changes: in 
the boundaries ‘of the: constituency 
made at the redistribution. 
had been some dissatisfaction voiced 
at some of the changes but he felt 
that the committee, of which he had 
been a member, had done the best 
they could to give every community 
a chance to have fair and reasonable 
representation.. He also noted some 
changes. in his own views which four 
years at Ottawa had made. ; 
Regarding the essential principles 
of the Progressive movement,: how- 
ever, his previous opinions had been 
amply confirmed. So far as the farm- 
ers of the west were concerned the 
dominant issues of the present cam- 


‘paign were tariff and taxation, trans- 


portation and rural credits. Both the. 
old line parties were loudly proclaim- 
ing their tariff policies but the speaker 
felt there was no vital difference be- 
tween them. The Liberals, whilst 
claiming to be a low-tariff party, had 
vigorously opposed several proposed 
reductions by the Progressives. The 
Tories, whilst advocating more pro- 
tection, had in some cases supported 
these proposed reductions by their 
votes in the house. The speaker pro- 
duced departmental figures to show 
that the actual percentage of duty 
paid was much the same whether a 
Tory or a Liberal government was in 
power. The Anti-dumping Act gave 
the minister power to fix the basis 
of valuation on which duty is paid and 
the speaker said this power had been 
frequently used by the present gov- 
ernment to increase customs charges. 

The questions of public debt and 
public expenditures were déalt with. 
He had felt it his duty to inquire 
closely into many items of govern- 
ment appropriations. He frankly 
recognized that the government had 
attempted to reduce expenditure. As 
long as the feeling prevailed, how- 
ever, that a member's duty at Ottawa 
was to get everything he could for 
his constituency, real economy was 


impossible. The five-million-dollar ap- 


propriation for the Quebec harbor 
was a glaring instance of pork-barrel 
expenditure. He and some other 
members had paid a visit to Quebec 
and found that the facilities already 


provided were far in advance of the: 


needs of the port. The Petersen con- 
tract had also been opposed by the 
Progressives, who demanded a-com- 
mittee of investigation. ‘The report 
of this committee showed that the 
proposed scheme was absolutely un- 
sound. 

The problem of transportation, the 
speaker thought, was very largely a 
western one. An average easterner, 
who had not lived in the west, coul-i 
never appreciate the seriousness of 
freight rates to the western farmer. 

A workable scheme of rural credits 
was one of the vital policies advocat- 
ed by the Progressives. At their in- 
stance, the government decided to 
have a thorough investigation of the 
subject. Dr. Tory had been put in 
charge of this inquiry and, in the 
speaker's opinion had presented.a 
most useful and practical report. Dr. 
Tory’s recommendations were em- 
bodied in a bill which was brought be- 
fore the house. The speaker felt that 
this bill might have afforded some 
welcome relief to the farmers of the 
country had not the government in- 
sisted on the inclusion of one pro- 
vision. This clause of the bill—the 
joker in the pack—provided that any 
monies lent urder this should be- 
come the first charge against the land, 
taking precedence of provincial, mu- 
nicipal or school taxes. This made 
the bill practically useless. 

Senate reform was a_ prominent 
plank in the premier’s platform dur- 
ing this campaign. Mr. Speakman did 
not agree with those who demanded 
the abolition of the senate. He fel! 
that a second chamber, holding some 
power of revision over the proceed- 
ings of the houge of popular repre- 
sentation, would fill a useful place in 
our constitution. He was convinced, 
however, that Mr. King’s objection to 
the present senate was due largely to 
the fact that that body had a Con- 
servative majority. 

If providence should favor the Lib- 
erals to the extent of giving them a 
majority in the upper house, he 
thought the demand for senate reform 
would fade out of the Liberal plat- 
form but might possibly be adopted 
by Mr. Meighen and his lieutenants 
as a vital plank in theirs. 

Leading speakers for the two old 
parties—the Liberals in particular— 
were urging the electors to send men 
to Ottawa who would support party 
politics through thick and thin, right 
or wrong. Four years ago the Pro- 
gressives had taken a strong stand 
against this idea of popular represen- 
tation. His view was that a mem- 
ber’s duty was to inquire closely into 
every measure presented to the house. 
If he considered the measure a good 
one he would vote for it. If not, he 
would vote against it. All legislation 
should be treated on its merits and 
not accepted or condemned to suit 
party contingencies. The need for the 
Progressive principle of independent 
action in politics was just ag great as 
ever and he believed the people of 
this constituency realized it  suffici- 
ently to get out and work for a sweep- 
ing Progressive victory at the coming 
election. 

A hearty vote of confidence was 
tendered Mr. Speakman at the close 
of his address. 

The chairman threw the meeting 
open for questions and several inter- 
eats points were ra:sed and diigcus- 
sed. 

One member of the audience stated 
that there was a :persistent report to 
the effect that Mr. Speakman had 
sought the momination of the Liberal 
convention of this constituency. 

Mr. Speakman absolutely denied 
this. He briefly reviewed the circum- 
stances which had given rise to the 
report. “The joke is on me,” he said. 
He had been interviewed by a repre- 


-|sentative of an eastern paper and had 


frankly explained hie attitude to the 
Kiing administration. The question 


‘lof his accepting a nomination from 
‘| the Liberal convention was never con- 


sidered by him. He was not at the 
convention and did not know until 
later that his name had been brought 
forward. The only nomination he had 
ever considered was the one tendered 
him by the Progressive convention 
that afternoon.

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NATURE NOTES 


We copy the following from the 
Family Herald and Weekly Star: 


A COURT TO TRY WILD ANIMALS 


Among other strange things at 
Washington is a court, presided over 
by a judge, who tries animals for 
their lives. He may try an individual 
animal or ‘he may try a whole species 
and either the individual or the 
species may be condemned to death. 

Sheepmen of a meadow valley in 
the Rockies complained that an out- 
law grizzly bear was destroying their 
flocks. The remains of devoured 
sheep had been found and all about 
them were the tracks of the big bear. 
The sheepmen appealed to the federal 
game warden of the district, who is 
the marshal of the animal court, the 
Biological Survey, in Washington. He 
sent a detective, a speciatist in ani- 
mal crime, to investigate. . 

The specialist knew the ways of 
the suspects among whom the worked. 
He knew that grizzlies do not habitu- 
ally kill sheep. They hunt grasshop- 
pers in the meadows and grubs in 
logs. They dig out chipmunks, gather 
honey, flip fish out of mountain 
streams. They are monarchs of the 
wilds, however, and when they find 
wolves or mountain lions eating a 
slain animal they drive these hunters 
away and feast on their kil. 

The federal expert found a sheep 
carcass and the bear tracks all about. 
He went further and found the tracks 
of the fleeing sheep before it had been 
pulled down. Following those tracks 
were the footprints, not of a bear, but 
of a stealthy coyote. Here was the 
spot where the sheep ‘had been slit. 

The coyote and not the bear was 
present at the moment of the crime. 
The grizzly, then, was not the mur- 
derer and was not to be condemned 
and hunted down by the officers of the 
law of the wild. 

Tracking the Criminals 


Sometimes a bear, a wise old mar- 
auder with_a den in the high moun- 
tains, is found guilty. The best skill 
of the huntere for the government is 
then necessary to rid the community 
of the destructive outlaw, for one 
bear in a single year may kill live 
stock worth thousands of dollars. A 
hunter is assigned to the trail, goes 
up into the haunts of the bear, studies, 
watches perhaps for weeks, and final- 
ly gets his victim. 

The charge brought before the ani- 
mal court at Washington may be 
against a whole race. There is the 
prairie dog, for instance, cheerful lit- 
tle rodent of the West, sitting quiz- 
zically at the mouth of {ts burrow. 

In days when the areas it occupied 
were little used by man there was 
only the complaint that an occasional 
cow-pony at full speed stepped in a 
hole, fell headlong and _ killed its 
rider. But now it ig known that the 
prairie dog, eating the same food as 
cattle eat, reduces the capacity of the 
range. In great areas the prairie dog 
eats half the grass, sometimes more. 
The live stock that may be raised is 


limited correspondingly. The result 
{is a national loss. 
The animal court examined the 


facts, weighed the evidence, passed 
gentence. The prairie dog was con- 
demned to death. For 20 years the 
campaign has been on for its exter- 
mination. Many millions of the 
creatures ‘have been poisoned. The 
race of prairie dogs is dwindling. 
The Judge of the Court 


The judge of this animal court is 
Dr. Edward William Nelson. As a 
young man in 1881 he was a natural- 
ist on the Arctic expedition of the 
revenue cutter Corwin. A few years 
thereafter he was assigned by the 
government to carry on research in 
Mexico. He spent 14 years in study- 
ing the wild life of the region to the 
south. Then he became field natural- 
ist for the Biological Survey and 
worked for years in the open, wher- 
ever there were animal problems, be- 
tween Alaska and Florida. At last 
he became chief of the bureau, the 
presiding judge over the lives of the 
wild creatures of the nation. 

The work of the Biological Survey 
is practical, utilitarian and has a 
bearing on the well-being of the peo 
ple, particularly the farmer. Possibly 
its greatest service has been in de- 
termining which denizeng of the wilds 
are friends of man and which are his 
enemies. 

Where there had been but hazy in- 
formation, the court sets out to get 
the facts. It has called one animal 
after another, one bird after another, 
to answer charges. Tt has handed 
down its verdicts of guilty or not 
guilty. It has done more than any 
other agency to establish proper re- 
lations, based upon known facts, be- 
tween man and the lower animals. 

There ig the bat the only mammal 
that flies; a winged thing that suck- 
les its young, that carries its babies 
clinging to it in its twilight flights, 
and possesses a sixth sense, by which, 
though blindfolded, it can yet fly 
about a room and never suffer colli- 
sions. Ig the bat an enemy of man? 

Superstitions About the Bat 

Superstitions innumerable have pre- 
vailed regarding the bat rince earliest 
times. It has always been considered 
a creature of evil omen. Tradition, 
and even the early books of science, 
charged it with Invading the houses 
of men to suck the breath of infant 
children. 

One tale of horror accused the lit- 
tle animal of having one chief aim in 
life—that of entangling itself in wo-

All its flitting has but one 
purpose, that of ‘catching. insects,’ -In- 
sects are the chief enemies of man in 
all the animal world. The bat is 
therefore helping man and should be 
protected. 

The Timber Wolf 

The most picturesque criminal ever 
haled before the animal court, the 
most dashing outlaw, is the grey tim- 
ber wolf of the West. He may come 
swinging down out of the North and 
establish a range in-the bad lands of 
the Dakotas. Again, he may lay out 
a hunting ground as_ far south as 
Arizona. . 

Tonight he may strike at a herd, 
drag down four or five grown steers, 
hamstring othera and leave a wake 
of frightfulness behind him. Tomor- 
row night he may appear a hundred 
miles away and perpetuate another 
crime as ‘fiendish. 

So elusive is he, so free ranging, 
that the man who successfully hunts 
him must be a master strategist. 

‘The court emplvys men wise in ani- 
mal criminology. When a_ timber 
wolf is reported, a picked operative 
is assigned to the case and kept on 
it perhaps for months. In criminal 
chasing of any kind the federal gov- 
ernment never forgets, never quits. 
un the end the outlaw wolf bites the

It is a cruel 
practice and its effect is that a large 
proportion of the camels develop hor- 
rible sores in their nostrils, which 
must cause continuous suffering. It 
is hardly to be wondered at that the 
camel ‘has got the reputation of a 
surly, treacherous animal, always 
ready to turn on his master and bite 
him, and a camel's bite usually means 
blood poisoning owing to the chroni- 
eally diseased and infected condition 
of its teeth. The British army, find- 
ing that it had to use camels by the 
thousand and being traditionally ov 
posed to cruelty, introduced instead 
of the spike through the nostril a 
device like an ordinary bridle without 
a bit, the side pieces at the mouth 
being formed of metal and the single 
rein attached to one side. This de- 
vice, it is believed, was found to be 
quite successful, the camels being 
under sufficient control and the dam- 
aging sores in the nostrils being 
avoided. The Arab race ig notoriously 
cruel to animals, in spite of what has 
been written and sung about the 
Arab and his steed, and it may be 
that the old method willl still persis: 
but it is one more point to be noted 
to the credit of the British race— 
and noted particularly by those who 
are fond of denouncing the brutality 
of British imperialism and _ extolling 
the wonderful virtues of the oppressed 
native—that where the British control 
comes, there even the dumb animals 
find their lot influenced for the better. 

In the late war the native Egyptian 
troops did-no ifighting. They have 
never been reliable troops in epite of 
their capacity for smart drill-ground 
appearance and movements, and in 
the late war there was a well-ground- 
ed belief that the sympathies of the 
Egyptians lay to quite a large extent 
with the Turks against the British.

Canal, and one party arrived rather 
too soon at the point from which it 
had to make a dawn attack.

THE STRUGGLE IN MOROCCO 
From the reports that are being 
published in the daily press it would 
seem ‘that the French are slowly but 
methodically breaking down the re- 
sistance of the Riffs in Morocco and 
that the end is only a question of 
time. Winter with its rains and mud 
may save Abd-el-Krim and his men 
for a time, but the weight of re- 
sources in men, money and equipment 
is so heavily against them that, if 
the French persist in their effort, the 
Riffs will sooner or later be driven to 
submit, as the greater part of Mor- 
occo has already done. The Spanish 
part in the ‘fighting does not appear 
to be very important. They may take 
up the attention of some of the Riff 
forces but it is between French and 
Riffs that the real struggle is being 
fought out. For France victory is al- 
most a matter of necessity. It is 
hardly possible for ‘her to indulge any 
tendency toward generous leniency 
with such an enemy as Abd-el-Krim. 
If she fails to break him the effect on 
her whole position in Morocco and 
Northern Africa will be incalculable. 
As an invincible military power she 
can count on at least the tacit loyalty 
of her African subjects. The moment 
she is seen to be unable or unwilling 
to overcome any resistance there is 
liable to run all over Northern Africa 
a wave of race and color conscious- 
ness with results which might be of 
dire import for France. It has to be 
remembered that France’s empire in 
Northern Africa is not like that of 
Great Britain in other parts of that 
continent.

The spectacle of 
a gallant fight against heavy odds al- 
ways commands admiration, and the 
courage of the Riffs and their leader's 
Abd-el- 
Krim is an astute diplomatist too in 
his own way. He keeps up communi- 
cation with European countries and 
encourages at least one or two Eng- 
lish-speaking correspondents to watch 
the campaign with his armies, the re- 
sult of which is that he gets his view- 
point put before the public in a way 
that is unusual in such struggles. 

As far as Spain is concerned, Abd- 
el-Krim can make out quite a good 
case for maimtaining his independ- 
ence. Spain has made a sorry mess 
of all her efforts at the government of 
other countries. She cannot even 
govern her own country efficiently. 
She is now living under a military 
oligarchy, which does not seem to be 
in any hurry to hand over the reins 
to a regularly elected government. In 
fighting ability the Moors have shown 
themeelves to be her superiors. Why, 
then, says Abd-el-Krim, should there 
be any ground whatever for Spain's 
claiming to govern the Riff country? 

That is true enough, but even as 
against Spain there is another side 
to it.

Pepys. It was not a pleasing story: 
It revealed an extent of cruel barbar- 
tty beside which the despotic incom- 
petence of Spain became almost ad- 
mirable, and there is little or no evi- 
dence that (Abd-el-Krim is any better 
than Raisuli. As compared with 
France and what she has done for 
Morocco, ‘he is the merest savage. The 
French achievement in Northern Af- 
rica may not have been inspired by 
disinterested altruism but it has been 
a very fine one. Peace, prosperity, 
and at least a measure of justice have 
followed the French conquest, and the 
dreadful oppression and cruelty that 
characterized the governments of the 
Arabs of Algiers and the Moors of 
Morocco have ceased to be. There- 
fore, while one may retain some sym- 
pathy for the courage with which the 
Riffy are fighting for their freedom, 
it is well to remember that, if they 
got it, the gain would be confined al- 
most entirely to a few chieftains, 
while the majority of their people 
would be infinitely worse off than they 
will be under French rule or even 
under Spanish. It is also well tto re- 
member that about the first thing 
they would use their freedom for 
would be to attack and try to conquer 
their neighbors. It is well to keep 
such facts in view when one reads! 
sentimental despatches sent from 
Abd-el-Krim’s headquarters by corre- 
epondents who either do not consider 
the realities or know too well what 
would happen to them if they failed 
to express enthusiastic admiration tor 
the cause of the gallant barbarian 
whose hospitality they are for the 
moment enjoying. 


SCHOOL BOARD MEETS 


RESIGNATION OF PRINCIPAL C. 
D. LOCKE 


The regular meeting of the School 
Board was held on Monday evening. 
The chairman, W. E. Payne, K.C., pre- 
sided and there were present Trustees 
Stephenson and Broughton, Secretary 
Pamely and _ Principals Locke and 
Welsh. 

Miss Gertrude Smith wrote rosign- 
ing her position on the staff of the 
Public School. The board passed a 
resolution accepting the resignation 
with regret. It was decided to adver- 
tise for a new teacher to take Miss 
Smith's place. 

The Calgary School Board wrote as 
to a resolution passed by them aim- 
ing at the obtaining of provincial leg- 
islation to allow of the charging of 
higher fees for non-resident High 
School pupils. They asked the Red 
Deer board to consider the matter 
with a view to its being brought up 
at the school trustees’ convention. 
The Calgary board stated that they 
had no decided policy in the matter. 
After some discussion in which is was 
stated that the fees now received for 
such ‘high school pupils were much 
less than the cost of giving them edu- 
cation, it was decided to table the 
Calgary board’s letter for a month. 
The chairman expressed the view that 
the new Equalization of School Taxes 
bill now before the provincial legisla- 
ture might alter the whole situation 
if it passed. 

‘The provincial analyst reported that 
the water at the North Red Deer 
School was satisfactory in quality. 

Miss Bryson, of the Public School 
staff, wrote as follows with respect 
to the unsuitability of the assembly 
hall as a class room: 

Dear Mr. Pamely: Having been 
in charge for several monthe of 
the classes in the assembly hall 
and feeling that it might be in 
use for a much longer period, ! 
beg leave to call the attention ‘f 
the board to the serious condition 
under which the children are 
placed. 

There is practically no natural 
light in this room and the pupils 
are compelled to do all their work 
by artificial light. While the 
lighting facilities are a great im- 
provement over those of last year 
they are still most inadequate, 
causing the pupils as well ag the 
teacher to face the glare of lights 
continually and to work with 
shadows on their desks. Continua- 
tion of this will cause irreparable 
eye-strain. 

There is no sunlight in this 
room and the circulation of air is 
very poor. The acoustic proper- 
ties are also very unsatisfactory. 
The pupile at the back of the 
room find it most difficult to hear 
the answers of those at the front.

This led to considerable discussion. 
Mr. Stephenson explained that he had 
asked Mr. H. J. Snell to inspect the 
lighting conditions in the aseembly 
hall and report as to this. Mr. Snell 
having arrived gave the board the 
benefit of his expert knowledge fol- 
lowing upon his inspection. He con- 
sidered the lighting quite unsatis- 
factory and imposing a serious strain 
on the children’s eyes. The best im- 
provement that could be made from 
the lighting point of view would be 
the opening of new windows in the 
assembly, but it was agreed by Mr. 
Snell and the board that this was a 
matter beyond their technical knowl- 
edge. Failing such new windows, the 
indirect artificial lighting system, 
which the board has taken steps to 
instal and which should be ready 
shortly, was the best. It was felt by 
all the board that the use of the as- 
sembly hall wag definitely detrimen- 
tal to the health of all the children 
in it, but under present circumstances 
the board is unable to discontinue its 
use. The board expressed their warm- 
est thanks to Mr. Snell for his most 
valuable information and advice, and 
after his withdrawal passed the fol- 
lowing resolution: ‘That the board 
very much appreciates the advice of 
Mr. Snell regarding the better light- 
ing of the assembly hall and wishes to 
congratulate him on the careful study 
he has made of lighting public build- 
ings and the unselfish way he gives his 
services to the public.” 

The principal, C. D. Locke, intimat- 
ed to the board that he desired to be 
relieved of his position at the end of 
the Christmas term. The board re- 
ceived the news with unfeigned re- 
Bret, their relations with Mr. Locke 
having been of the happiest. It was 
decided to ‘have another meeting next 
Monday afternoon to consider the 
eituation arising out of Mr. Locke's

CORRESPONDENCE 


Dear Mr. Editor: Will you kindly 
allow me, through your valuable 
paper, to criticize your comments on 
the replies of Mr. Speakman to your 
questions re naval defence. From the 
present political situation or platform 
of either of the parties, your questions 
to me seem ill-timed for this reason: 
They come from a_ Conservative 
through a Conservative organ as if 
the Conservatives were only awaiting 
the opportunity to exprese their loy- 
alty to the empire by building a navy 
to work in conjunction with the Brit- 
ish navy or at least voting a large 
sum of money for a parallel purpose. 
After very careful search I have fail- 
ed to find where Mr. Meighen or any 
Conservative member has advocated 
any naval policy in any shape or form 
and this in spite of many opportuni- 
ties to express themselves. The fact 
is that Mr. Meighen has as carefully 
avoided the question as he could and 
when unable to avoid it altogether 
has criticized the policy of the Hon. 
Makenzie King without committing 
himself to any other. You must at 
least admit that Mr. Speakman an- 
swered your questions fairly and 
without sidestepping. Your _ state- 
ments, Mr. Editor, that Mr. Meighen 
has on several occasions definitely 
stated that he is in favor of a naval 
defence policy is disproved by Han- 
sard. 

There ig no doubt that the question 
of naval defence in Canada just now 
is-hot a popular one and neither of 
the old party leaders is anxious to 
jeopardize their party by committing 
themselves to any expensive pro- 
gramme on thoge lines. That they 
should avoid the defence question al- 
together or nearly altogether is net 
a credit to either party, although an 
expensive naval defence would, I be- 
lieve, be a big mistake. Those of us 
who had some military training were 
taught that the best defence was to 
be able to take the offensive and 
Britain has invariably followed this 
doctrine in her naval affairs. But for 
Canada to contemplate building a 
navy capable of.taking the offensive 
is out of the question, as her credit 
is not sufficient. For that matter, it 
{s very doubtful if Canada could get 
credit sufficient to build any efficient 
defensive navy at the present time. 
Capital for industrial purposes is 
easier obtained than for defence pur- 
poses, and in spite of your (figures, 
Mr. Editor, to raise it by taxation 
would impose an unbearable burden. 

Your statement that Canada is a 
lightly taxed country is only true as 
far as direct taxation goes; indirectly 
the people are taxed to the limit, 
pioneering and developing this west 
country and making it fit to live in. 
After all, are we not meeting our ob- 
ligations to the motherland in a far 
better way by guaranteeing her food 
reserve than by building one or two 
battleships? 

The cost of a modern battleship 
(the only ship capable of efficient de- 
fence) is around 25 million dollars. 
It would take at least two battleships 
on each coast to have any semblance 
of naval defence. These would cost 
around 100 million dollars, heeides 
which it would be necessary to equip 
dockyards to keep these ships up to 
standard. Are we in a position fi- 
nancially to consider such an_ ex- 
pense? Ask any financier. 

Then, again, would it he wise? Why 
not go in for a more modern and less 
expensive defence if we go in for one 
at all. The same size gun ashore will 
reach as far as the one at sea, but, 
of course, cannot be moved around to 
meet an attack at any point. But 
mines can be used in defence and cost 
no more than ammunition on board 
a ship, Then aeroplanes are capable 


of destroying any battleships... The 
cost-of them is only’a fraction of the 
cost of a battleship and the cost-of 
operation in regard to. power and 
crew even a emaller fraction. But 
after all,.a country’s best defence is 
wise legislation, 

‘Of all the animals on earth today 
none is so foolish as the human ani- 
mal who advocates organized warfare 
and expensive armaments. This is a 
bold and bald statement but never- 


theless true. Think it over, Mr. Edi- 
tor.

' The first Italian ship to visit Van- 
couver in several years will be the 
steamer Piave II, of the Naviga- 
zione Libera Trestina, due here at 
the end of this month. This boat 
will inaugurate a new service be- 
tween this port and points on the 
Mediterranean. 


Production of paper by the Powell 
River Company, at Vancouver, will 
be increased 80 per cent, by the com- 
pletion of a $5,000,000 development 
programme, now under way, accord- 
ing to an announcement made by 
M. J. Scanlan, a director of the 
company. At present the plant is 
turning out about 75,000 tons a year. 


Signs of returning prosperity to 
Canada are evidenced by the fact 
that more Canadians are registered 
in the Canadian Pacific Rocky 
Mountain resorts during the past 
week than at any time since the be- 
ginning of the year. These resorts, 
which are usually filled almost en- 
tirely by Americans, contain a guest 
list last week which is 50 per cent 
Canadian. 


Production of gold in Ontario for 
the first six months of this year 
amounted to $14,506,219, as com- 
pared with $11,810,060 in the cor- 
responding period of last year, ac- 
cording to a report issued by the 
Provincial Department of Mines. 
Silver production increased from 
$8,262,100 to $3,792,662. Total min- 
eral production was $41,560,355, as 
compared with $37,997,776. 


John Edwin Hoag and Frank S. 
Wilton, who travelled across the en- 
tire continent in a small motor-boat 
arrived recently in Montreal and 
moored their craft to Canadian 
Pacific Pier No. 8 having come from 
Astoria, Oregon, via Columbia River, 
Celilo Falls, Fort Benton, the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi Rivers, the 
Chicago Drainage Canal and Lake 
Michigan since May, 20th. From 
Montreal they continued their jour- 
ney to New York and returned to 
the States, via Canadian Pacific 
Railway to Vancouver and Seattle 
in order to see the country. 


The groundwork for what prom- 
ises to be a big industry is now 
being developed by the Singer Sew- 
ing Machine Company at Thurso, a 
point on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, on the north shore line to Ot- 
tawa. It is planned by the Singer 
Company to manufacture at Thurso 
all the woodwork required for their 
numerous plants in different parts 
of the world. Work on the new plant 


4s being gushed with all possible 
speed and it is anticipated that ship- 


ments from Thurso will commence 
sometime early next year. 


While the Canadian Railway Com- 
mission is besieged with all kinds of 
applications for reductions in Cana- 
dian freight rates, the Western 
group of railways in the United 
States is asking for a five per cent 
increase and the northwestern sec- 
tion of the group is asking more 
than that “as a measure of relief.” 
Some of these roads are in the hands 
of the receivers. Yet these Amer- 
ican railways already have higher 
rates than the Canadian roads, the 
freight revenues in the U.S.A. being 
1,293 cents per ton mile on western 
lines as compared with 1,011 cents 
on all Canadian railways. The 
average American rate is 28 per 
cent above the average Canadian 
rate. Owing to the bow grain rates 
in Canada, the C.P.R. average rate 
is 1,011 per ton mile, so that the 
average rate on American western 
lines is more than 80 per cent above 
the average C.P.R. rate, “.

‘THE POLITICAL FOG . ; 


To the Hditor of The ‘News. ~ 

‘Dear Sir: With the dominion election 
only a few weeks away, the political 
fog has once again enshrouded us in 
its pall of doubt and mystery. The 
daily and weekly newspapers, from 
coast to coast, are placing their views 
—one ‘side or the other—before us. 
The leading speakers of ‘the day are 
journeying throughout the land filling 
the ears of the public with tales of 
woe and disaster, as well as of sins 
of omission and commission. 

To the mind of the ordinary voter, 
who is not bound by any special ties 
to any particular party, these papers 
and speakers present a series. of per- 
plexing problems. The mouthpieces 
of the King government tell us that 
the Meighen policy will lead to dire 
results; the Meighen spokesmen tell 
us practically the same of*the King 
administration; the Progressives, In- 
dependents, Laborites and other kind- 
red spirits in their turn tell us that 
neither of the’-old parties are any 
good—disaster will follow, whichever 
we support. 

On one thing, perhaps, they are 
agreed. Economy must be practised. 
‘But when, where and. by whom? The 
majority of the voters have to pract- 
ise economy, some very rigidly, for 
the simple reason that they have only 
a stated salary or income each year, 
month or week, beyond which they 
dare not go. Is it so with our gov- 
ernments? Preaching economy {js fine 
put practising it is altogether differ- 
ent. 

Taxation, transportation, the tariff 
and immigration seem to be vital 
questions at this election—at least, 80 
we are told by all parties. ‘Have any 
of them made any feasible platis or 
suggestions toward remedying these 
Are we to go and vote and 
trust in luck that the party returned 
to power will find a way out? 

The budget, as on former occasions, 
comes in for a lot of discussion. The 
jugglers of one particular troupe can 
quote figures and statistics showing 
that we have an ideal budget; the 
jugglers of the other troupes by the 
game method of figures and statistics 
show that we are in the hole. 

All this reminds one of the devout 
Quaker who said to his wife: “Wife, 
everybody’s queer but thee and me, 
and sometimes I think thee art a little 
queer.” 

As the days go on the fog thickens 
and the average man is perplexed. 
Blection day will come, but what will 
happen? Possibly some will quote 
that prayer of old: “Open mine eyes 
that I may see,” while others will jot 
down in their diary something after 
the style of Samuel Pepys: “Blection 
day—Went downtown to vote; what 
for, I know not. Heard the result. 
And so to bed.”

“The Newe"” expresses 
no opinion as to the merits of the 
suggestions made, but publishes 
the letter to let its readers see 
what some farmers think on the 
tariff question. 

To the Editor of “The News.” 

Dear Sir: The addresses given by 
party leaders at the opening of au 
election campaign are important be 
cause they outline the platforms on 
which the support of the electorate 
is sought. 

At Richmond Hill., Ontario, Prem 
ier King announced the federal elec- 
tion.for October 29, and in a masterly 
speech outlined the policy of his party. 
‘At Wingham the Hon. Arthur Meigh- 
en, in an equally masterly oration, 
gave reasons why, in his opinion, the 
people should cast their votes for his 
party on election day. 

Mr. King, in his speech, said “the 
three outstanding problems were 
transportation, immigration and the 
fiscal problem.” 

Thig, in brief, is Mr. King’s side of 
the tariff question. As I interpret his 
remarks he would leave the tariff 
pretty much as it is. He does not 
believe in raising the tariff because 
hé holds that doing so would handicap 
farmers. Nor does ‘he believe in low- 
ering it because such action might 
wipe out or at least severely cripple 
our manufacturing industries. 

Now, what has Mr. Meighen to say 
on this important question? He is in 
favor of raising the tariff all around. 
In his Wingham speech he said: “The 
first tariff I would raise in this coun- 
try would be the farm products tariff, 
and I would give the farmers of our 
country the same hold on the market 
of this dominion that the American 
farmer has on the market of the 
United States.” 

Now, what is the difference in the 
U.S. market and ours, or what hold 
have they that we have not on our 
market? 

In the United States 70 per cent of 
the population is urban and 30 per 
cent rural. In Canada the population 
is about half rural and half urban. 
This gives the farmers of the United 
States two and one-third times as 
good a home market as Canadian 
farmers have. 

To have as many people in our 
towns and cities proportionately to 
population as the U.S. ‘has, we have 
to increase our urban population by 
two and one-third or 6,000,000. This 
would give the 4,500,000 farmers a 
market of 11,000,000 town and city 
dwellers. To attain anywhere near 
thie, great industries must be estab- 
lished and goods we now import must 
be manufactured in our own towns, 
pnd this market must be protested: for

BUTTER—CREAM—CHEESE 


Creamery Butter—Some shipments 
are being made from this province, . 
and the export market is reported to 
have a very firm tone. Local cream: 
eries are finding a good market at 
home, and it takea quite a bit of figur- 
ing to supply the demand with less 
cream being handled. Dairy Butter— 
This market is practically out of ex- 
istence, the roads being in terrible 
shape and farmers not attempting to 
journey to town. Cream—Receipts at 
local creameries are very light, the 
heavy roads holding up deliveries; be- 
sides this, the cows are not giving as 
much cream and most of what they 
do give ig kept at home, going into 
dairy butter for home use. Alberta 
prices are unchanged, but Manitoba 
values advanced to 42c for special, 
grade, and Saskatchewan Is up to 39¢ 
for special, this coming into effect 
during the week. The cheese market 
is reported as having a healthy tone 
with prices unchanged. 

EGGS—POULTRY 


Eggs—Receipts are light and stor- 
age holdings are being used to satisfy 
the demand. A considerable number 
of pullet eggs are now on the market, 
and local dealers are quoting 25c for 
good fresh ones. Storage receipts of 
April and May are sald to be in good 
shape, but those stored in June and 
July, known as warm weather eggs, 
are not so good, quite a lot that went 
in as extras coming out firsts. Poultry 
—Local dealers are still wishing that 
the farmers would keep their thin 
‘birds at home ag {t creates friction 
between the producer and jobber, the 
former not being satisfied with his 
returns. A shipment of live fowl was 
made to the coast on Wednesday by 
one of the local firms. 

POTATOES 

Spud values are at $20.00 to $22.50, 
local dealers say, although one man 
living north of this city received 
$25.00 per ton on three tons, a prem- 
ium being paid to him for coming in 
during the recent bad spell with the 
roads heavy. Dealers are expecting 
the market to be fairly well cleaned 
up by the end of the week, it being 
hard for farmers to come in. At the 
coast there does not seem to be a 
surplus of spuds, and values there ar3 
at $25.00 to $28.00 per ton. 

HAY 

The market has deen very quiet 
both at Edmonton and Calgary, 
weather conditions having made it 
practically impossible to market hay 
or green feed. Prices are unchanged. 

WOOL 

This market is dormant, most of 
the stock having been shipped. Cal- 
gary values are still 20c to 23¢c f.o.b. 
On the Boston market manufacturerg 
are buying in fairly large quantities, 
although it is difficult to do bssiness 
with them on account of their en- 
deavor of keep down costs to a cer- 
tain level. 

HIDES 


With prices unchanged, the hide 
market is quiet; deliveries are still 
fairly heavy although not rushing. . 
The cause of more deliveries is ac- 
counted for by more meat being us2d 
during harvesting and threshing, fv’ 
lowed by a quiet period. 

FURS 

Dealera are not expecting much to 
be doing for another month or six 
weeks, as there is nothing to be mar- 
keted now, the good skins not start- 
ing to move until later in the fall. 
Buyers have not altered their lists 
yet re future prices on pelts.

AEROPLANE ASSISTANCE IN 
FIGHTING INSECTS 


The aeroplane has proved itsel' 
valuable in aiding the ceaseless figh 
against insect pests. Speaking 0! 
flights that were made for scouting 
purposes, Dr. J. M. Swaine, in charge 
of the division of forest insects of 
the entomological branch of the de 
partment of agriculture, says that {' 
was possible to obtain valuable in- 
formation upon the areas of infesta- 
tion and also to locate blocks o 
gepruce and balsam which could be ex- 
pected to suffer attack next season. 
These flights covered the area west 
and north of Lake Temiscaming, 
where the outbreak was spreading, 
and also west and northwest of the 
lakes, where infestation has been 
acute for two years. From a height 
of 3;500 feet it was possible to de- 
termine types of timber and to locate 
the blocks of spruce and balsam ac- 
curately. Information received from 
a few day's flying would have taken 
two men more than six months to ac- 
quire by ground surveys.
